At this time, police and tht 
National Guard unit learn of 
plans to place a. demolition 
charge in thr pumping station.

Upon arrival of the Bridge 
co. at the reservoir, a coordi­ 
nated plan ,will be launched to 
subdue the aggressor.

Police wifl be assigned to 
maintain peace among local cit­ 
izens, vvtiile Bridge co. estab­ 
lishes the defense of the reser> 
voir.

While the water purification j 
crew takes samples to deter­ 
mine if the water has been con 
taminatetl, "enemy" paratroops 
are discovered trying to infilt­ 
rate reservoir defenses.

in Richmond.

Neck-deep
"\Ve arrived here a few days 

ago after a toilsome march of 
130 miles," Sanders explained 
in his 3-page letter. "You have 
no idea of the bad condition 
of the road we travelled. It was 
eleven days were fooling across 
the low flat prairie and raining 
incessantly, wading through 
water from knee deep to the 
neck and often swimming."

He goes on to describe the 
beauty of Southern mansions 
and the warmth of Southern 
hospitality.

"The most genuine hospital­ 
ity was extended to us by the 
citizens of Lafayette Parish . . . 
where the Ladies vied with each 
other in their kind welcomes."

Though he liked Richmond, 
he thought that, "the capitol is 
a very unsightly building and 
were it not for the groups of 
statuary in the capitol grounds 
it would present rather a crude 
appearance."

After dwelling a while on a

description of the various 
statues, he informed his sister 
that he attended church "and 
heard an excellent sermon de­ 
livered by the Rcv'rd. Dr. Ful­ 
ler, a Baptist devine."

Northern Prisoners
Sanders next turned to the 

Sister topic of war.
"Richmond,is swarming with 

troops,' 'he wrote, "some Just 
arriving and others departing 
for Bloody scenes and we know 
not how soon we may be called 
off as Va. seems destined as a 
theatre of many bloody fields. 
We have quite a number of 
abolition prisoners (Northern 
soldiers' in the hospital wound­ 
ed as also a great many others 
peeping through the prison 
grates whom we keep as 
souvenirs of Manassas and 
other fields.

stated that she represented the 
Torrance P-TA Council.

One called for a free school 
site; a price ceiling of $1500 per 
acre for the next three sites;
